caverns, where they httd struggled 
with death, the lifeless victims wera 
round la a grewsowa heap. 


Somewhere In the unexplored chan- 


nels ot the chamber of horror* are 
twenty-one others, living or dead, 
probably dead, When these arc found 
the greatest agony of the grlot bur- 
dened fainille*—tha pain of suspense 
that begets Alternate hope and despair 
—will vanish. 


The bodies were found In & hideous 


heap In a. place nnnr tho winding 
stairway leading from tha lower to 
the middle vein of the mine. There 
were Indications that the men had 
not been dead long. 
Some of tho 


firemen who saw them said tha men 
appeared to have been killed only a 
few hours before. Thin iHatotnonl 
was denied by official*, who say they 
had reports thc.t decomposition had 
already set In. 


Men Fought Otiparately For Life. 
There was evidence that the men, 


fully realizing the fate they were 
facing, worked desperately to save 
themselves 
until 
exhaustion, 
over- 


powered them. They built n wall to 
protect themselves from smoke, (lames 
and water; they constructed a fan 
with their toots and what other ma- 
terial they had at hand to keep a 
supply of air In their chamber, and 
sat down, weak and sick, to await 
either death or rescue. 


Finally, after day* of waiting, they 


left their barricade, hoping to find 
dome chance of escape. They reached 
the end of the stairway and there 
were felled by a downpour of steam 
arid stuokc from above. They fainted 
and fell on top ot each other to die. 


The fire In the mine here continues 


as the result ot which all effort* to 
rescue the bodies ot entombed men 
has been siuspeoded. 
If control of 


the datnefi Is not gained It Is believed 
the entire mine and the bodies re- 
maining there wilt be lost, together 
with tho bodies that are strewn about 
the tunnels.
